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OFFICERS  AND  OFFICE  HOURS 


The  Dean  of  the  Law  School  may  be  seen  at  his  office  on  the 
eleventh  floor  daily,  September  18-October  5,  11  a.m.-I  p.m.  and 
2.30-5  p.m.,  and  at  other  times  by  special  appointment. 

The  office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Law  School  is  open  daily,  except 
Sundays  and  holidays,  from  September  1  to  June  1,  between  the 
hours  of  9.30  a.m.  and  10  p.m.  During  June,  July  and  August,  it 
closes  at  5  p.m.,  and  is  not  open  from  July  15th  to  August  15th 
inclusive. 

The  offices  of  the  University  Registrar  and  Bursar  on  the  tenth 
floor  are  open  daily  throughout  the  year,  except  Saturdays,  Sundays 
and  holidays  during  the  months  of  July  and  August,  9.30  a.m.- 
6  p.m.  and  7.30-9.30  p.m.  and  during  the  months  of  July  and  August, 
10  A.M.-4  p.m.  October-May  the  offices  close  on  Saturdays  at 
2.30  p.m.;  in  June,  July,  August,  and  September,  at  1  p.m. 
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GENERAL  STATEMENT 

This  school  was  established  in  1835,  and  is  one  of  the  oldest 
in  the  United  States.  In  April,  1895,  the  Metropolis  Law  School 
became  merged  in  the  University.  The  degree  of  LL.M.  was 
first  granted  in  1892,  and  in  1903  the  Council  authorized  the  de- 
gree of  Doctor  Juris  in  regular  course,  and  in  1912  the  degree  of 
Juridicae  Scientiae  Doctor. 

The  aim  of  the  school  is  to  furnish  a  thorough  legal  education 
and  prepare  students  for  practice  in  any  part  of  the  United  States. 

The  instruction  is  carried  on  mainly  t  by  the  study  and  discus- 
sion of  selected  cases.  It  is  designed  to  teach  the  student  to  an- 
alyze the  facts  of  a  given  case,  to  reason  correctly  and  to  deduce 
principles  from  such  facts.  The  school  aims  to  train  its  students 
to  apply  the  science  of  law  practically  and  with  sound  judgment, 
but  nevertheless  with  insight  into  its  principles  and  an  instinctive 
appreciation  of  its  reason  and  meaning.  The  student  is  taught 
to  know  the  law  as  it  is,  and  to  think  as  a  lawyer. 

Morning,  Afternoon  and  Evening  Sessions 

Students  may  attend  lectures  either  in  the  morning,  the  afternoon, 
or  the  evening,  or  they  may  divide  their  course  between  these  periods 
as  they  may  find  convenient.  The  division  of  the  students  into 
three  sections  permits  smaller  classes  and  greater  attention  to  the 
individual.  By  special  arrangement  with  the  University  School 
of  Commerce,  Accounts  and  Finance,  regular  students  of  the  Law 
School  may  take  two  hours  a  week  each  year  in  that  school  without 
additional  charge.  Courses  so  taken  will  be  credited  in  the  School 
of  Commerce  but  not  in  the  School  of  Law. 
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Requirements  for  Admission 

Every  candidate  must  be  at  least  eighteen  years  old  and  of  good 
moral  character. 

The  School  is  open  to  both  men  and  women.  Students  may 
enter,  either  (1)  as  candidates  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws 
(see  p.  8),  or  (2)  as  candidates  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  Juris  (see 
p.  8),  or  (3)  as  candidates  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Laws  (see 
p.  8),  or  (4)  as  special  students  not  qualified  to  become  candidates 
for  degrees,  but  entitled  to  receive  the  Certificate  of  the  School 
showing  completion  of  courses  pursued  (see  p.  8). 

The  requirements  for  admission  to  the  respective  courses  are  as 
follows : — 

/.     To  the  Course  for  the  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  (LL.B.). 
Every  candidate  for  this  degree  must  be  either 

(a)  A  graduate  of  an  approved  college,  or 

(b)  A  graduate  of  a  high  school  maintaining  a  four  years'  course, 
or  the  equivalent  thereof,  and  approved  by  the  New  York  State 
Board  of  Regents,  or 

(c)  A  holder  of  a  "Qualifying  Certificate"  for  Law  Schools  issued 
by  the  University  of  the  State  of  New  York.  Information  regard- 
ing Regent's  examinations  and  the  conditions  under  which  certifi- 
cates or  credentials  are  issued  will  be  found  in  handbooks  No.  3, 
and  No.  27,  issued  by  the  Education  Department  of  the  State  of 
New  York,  Albany,  N.  Y. 

//.  To  the  Course  for  the  Degree  of  Doctor  Juris  (J.D.). 

Every  candidate  for  this  degree  must  be  a  graduate  of  an  approved 
college  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  Philosophy,  Pure  Science 
or  Letters,  which  degree  must  have  been  secured  before   admission 

III.  To  the  Course  for  the  Degree  of  Master  of  Laws  (LL.M.). 
Every  candidate  for  this  degree  must  be  a  graduate  of  an  approved 

law  school  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws. 

IV.  As  a  Special  Student 

Students  not  qualified  to  meet  the  entrance  requirements  who 
wish  to  supplement  their  educational  training  by  the  study  of 
certain  subjects  in  Law,  may  be  admitted  to  certain  classes  as 
special  students  by  vote  of  the  Faculty. 
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Admission  to  Advanced  Standing 

(a)  Students  who  have  been  admitted  in  accordance  with  the 
above  requirements,  have  regularly  attended  the  sessions  of  the 
School  and  passed  the  examinations  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Faculty  will  be  admitted  to  higher  classes  in  accordance  with  the 
regulations  given  on  p.  11  under  the  head  of  examinations. 

(6)  Students  from  other  law  schools  maintaining  a  standard 
satisfactory  to  the  Faculty  will  be  admitted  to  advanced  standing 
on  the  following  conditions: 

(1)  The  candidate  must  have  complied  with  all  the  preliminary 
entrance  requirements  of  the  school. 

(2)  He  must  present  a  certificate  from  the  law  school  previously 
attended  stating  that  he  has  pursued  lectures  equal  in  time  to  those 
taken  by  the  class  he  proposes  to  enter. 

(3)  He  must  pass  satisfactory  examinations  upon  each  of  the 
topics  for  which  credit  is  sought.  These  examinations  must  be 
taken  prior  to  admission,  either  in  May  or  September. 

In  the  case  of  candidates  for  the  J.D.  degree  the  maximum  credit 
allowed  will  be  twenty-four  hours. 

Registration 

Applications  for  admission  to  the  school,  or  for  information 
concerning  it,  may  be  made  to  the  Secretary,  Dr.  Leslie  J. 
Tompkins,  University  Building,  Washington  Square,  East. 

Seats  will  be  assigned  in  order  of  application  on  payment  of  the 
matriculation  fee  of  $5.00. 

Since  the  rules  of  the  Court  of  Appeals  require  that  eight  full 
months  shall  be  spent  in  a  law  school,  as  an  equivalent  for  twelve 
months'  study  in  an  office,  it  is  exceedingly  desirable  that  students 
should  register  before  the  opening  session  of  the  school. 

Sessions  for  Class  Work 

The  school  year  begins  September  25,  1913,  and  ends  June  10, 
1914. 

There  is  a  recess  of  one  week  at  Christmas,  and  no  sessions  are 
held  on  the  legal  holidays  during  the  school  year. 
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Lectures  are  given  in  the  morning,  afternoon  and  evening  in 
accordance  with  the  schedule  found  on  page  22 

Board  and  Rooms 

Good  rooms  with  table  board  can  be  obtained  in  the  vicinity  of 
the  University  for  $8  per  week  and  upward.  Two  students  rooming 
together  may  materially  reduce  their  expenses. 

Students  coming  to  the  school  from  a  distance  are  requested  to 
make  the  University  a  center  from  which  to  make  all  arrangements 
preliminary  to  entrance.  Letters,  baggage,  etc.,  can  be  sent  to 
the  building  in  care  of  the  Law  School.  The  officers  of  the  University 
will  render  all  assistance  possible  in  aiding  the  student  to  find 
suitable  rooms  and  board.  In  sending  letters,  baggage,  etc.,  use 
the  following  address:  University  Law  School,  University  Building, 
Washington  Square,  New  York  City. 

Fees 

University  Matriculation  Fee  (paid  first  year  only)  $5. 

Fees  for  Instruction,  Morning,  Afternoon  and  Evening  classes : 
For  full  course  amounting  to  twelve  hours  per  week  for  the  year  $120. 
For  the  Master  of  Laws  Course,  ten  hours  per  week,  for  the  year  100. 
For  partial  course  not  exceeding  two  hours  per  week,  for  the  year  25. 
For  each  additional  hour  per  week,  for  the  year  10. 

Fees  for  the  year  are  due  upon  entrance  upon  the  course,  but  may 
be  paid  by  those  who  so  desire,  quarterly  in  advance  on  or  before 
September  25,  December  1st,  February  1st,  and  April  1st.  Failure 
to  pay  fees  when  due  will  debar  from  the  classroom.  Students  who 
have  paid  the  entire  fee  in  advance,  and  are  compelled  to  withdraw 
from  the  School  because  of  illness,  or  for  other  cause  beyond  their 
control  may  receive  upon  application  the  return  of  a  pro  rata  part 
thereof.     No  refund  will  be  made  to  those  paying  quarterly.

The  fee  for  final  examination  includes  cost  of  diploma  and  of 
graduation  exercises.     It  is  payable  May  1  of  the  third  year. 
All  fees  are  to  be  paid  to  the  Bursar  of  the  University. 
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Location 

The  work  is  carried  on  in  the  University  Building,  Washington 
Square,  East.  This  building  was  constructed  in  1894,  primarily 
for  the  use  of  the  Law  School  which  occupies  the  tenth  and 
eleventh  floors.  The  entrance  to  the  University  elevators  is  at  32 
Waverly  Place. 

Law  Library 

The  Library  of  the  school  is  large  and  well  selected.  It  now 
contains  over  25,000  volumes,  and  is  being  steadily  increased. 
It  is  open  from  9  a.m.  to  11  p.  m.  five  daj^s  a  week  during  term  time, 
and  on  Saturdays  from  9  a.m.  to  6  p.  m. 

The  Library  was  founded  by  the  late  John  Taylor  Johnston,  who 
presented  his  entire  collection  to  the  school.  It  has  been  largely 
enriched  by  collections  presented  by  Mrs.  Margaret  Shepard,  in 
memory  of  her  husband,  the  late  Elliott  F.  Shepard,  LL.M.,  by  the 
bequest  of  the  late  Justice  Charles  P.  Daly;  by  numerous  gifts  from 
the  late  David  Banks,  Esq.,  and  the  Faculty  of  the  Metropolis  Law 
School.  The  English,  Canadian,  Colonial,  and  the  several  State 
reports  are  complete  and  are  kept  up  to  date.  The  list  of  text- 
books on  the  present  status  of  English,  American  and  Continental 
commercial  law  is  large  and  well  selected. 

Examinations 

Examinations  are  conducted  by  the  School  in  May  and  September 
of  each  year  and  cover  all  the  subjects  taught  in  the  School. 

A  student  shall  not  be  advanced  to  the  succeeding  classes  as  a 
candidate  for  the  degree,  if,  at  the  opening  of  the  year  he  is  condi- 
tioned in  more  than  four  hours,  or  two  subjects,  of  the  required 
work. 

A  student  conditioned  in  more  than  four  hours  at  the  opening  of 
the  school  year,  and  who  wishes  to  remain  a  candidate  for  the  degree, 
must  repeat  the  entire  year. 

A  student  shall  not  be  examined  in  any  one  subject  more  than 
three  times. 

A  student  in  the  third  year  class  who  has  failed  in  three  or  more 
subjects,  covering  six  or  more  hours,  must  repeat  the  year  if  he 
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desires  to  secure  the  degree,  passing  examinations  in  all  the  subjects 
required  of  the  students  of  that  class,  and  subject  to  the  same  charges 
for  tuition. 

Where  a  candidate  for  a  degree  has  failed  in  not  more  than  two 
courses  he  may  take  one  extra  examination  in  each  without  repeat- 
ing the  subject;  but  having  failed  a  second  time  in  any  one,  he  will 
be  allowed  to  repeat  such  course  and  take  one  further  examination 
thereafter. 

A  student  who  has  more  than  two  conditions  standing  against 
him  on  the  work  of  the  first  two  years  will  not  be  allowed  to  register 
as  a  third  year  student,  or  to  graduate  at  the  end  of  his  third  year. 
He  may,  however,  though  registered  as  a  second  year  student,  take 
and  count  toward  his  degree  certain  of  the  third  year  subjects, 
limited  according  to  the  number  of  his  conditions. 

Prizes  and  Scholarships 

The  Faculty  may  in  their  discretion  withhold  any  prize  or  scholar- 
ship in  any  year,  should  the  rank  obtained  in  any  class  in  competi- 
tion therefor  be  unsatisfactory  to  them. 

Prizes 

Prizes  of  $75,  $60,  and  $50,  respectively,  are  offered  to  three 
students  of  the  Third  Year  Class  of  the  Day  Division;  and  of  $75 
and  $50  respectively  to  the  two  students  of  the  Third  Year  Class 
of  the  Evening  Division,  who  pass  the  best  examinations  of  that 
year. 

Scholarships  to  the  First  Year  Classes 

The  Elliott  F.  Shepard  Prize  Scholarship,  and  one  Uni- 
versity Prize  Scholarship,  yielding  $100  each  in  tuition,  will  be 
awarded  at  the  end  of  the  first  year,  Day  Division,  to  the  two 
students  passing  the  best  examinations  of  that  year. 

One  University  Prize  Scholarship,  yielding  $100  in  tuition, 
will  be  awarded  at  the  end  of  the  first  year,  Evening  Division,  to 
the  student  passing  the  best  examination  of  that  year. 
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Scholarships  to  the  Second  Year  Classes 

Two  University  Prize  Scholarships,  yielding  $100  each,  in 
tuition,  will  be  awarded  at  the  end  of  the  second  year,  Day  Division, 
to  the  two  students  passing  the  best  examinations  of  that  year. 

One  University  Prize  Scholarship,  yielding  $100  in  tuition, 
will  be  awarded  at  the  end  of  the  second  year,  Evening  Division, 
to  the  student  passing  the  best  examination  of  that  year.

Admission  to  the  Bar 

Students  complying  with  the  preliminary  requirements  and 
satisfactorily  completing  lectures  amounting  to  twelve  hours  a 
week  in  this  school  are  entitled  to  count  the  period  thus  spent  as  so 
much  of  the  time  required  for  preparation  for  the  Bar. 

The  several  sessions  of  the  School  cover  34  weeks  per  year,  exclu- 
sive of  vacations,  with  a  minimum  requirement  of  12  lecture  hours 
per  week  which  meets  the  rules  for  admission  to  the  New  York  Bar. 

The  regulations  for  admission  to  the  Bar  differ  in  the  several 
states,  and  for  specific  requirements  reference  must  be  had  to  the 
laws  of  that  state.  In  general,  admission  is  gained  only  upon  an 
examination  conducted  by  the  State. 

In  New  York  the  applicant  must  have  studied  law  for  a  period 
of  four  years,  and  before  beginning  the  study  of  law  have  met  the 
proper  preliminary  educational  requirements,  which  in  general  are 
those  prescribed  for  entrance  to  the  Law  School.  College  grad- 
uates, however,  may  be  admitted  after  three  years'  study  of  law. 
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In  New  Jersey  the  applicant  must  have  studied  law  three  years, 
of  which  not  more  than  twenty-seven  months  will  be  allowed  for 
Law  School  work,  and  nine  months  must  be  spent  as  a  clerk  in  a  law 
office;  he  must  also  have  met  the  proper  preliminary  educational 
requirements,  which  at  present  are  the  equivalent  of  three  years 
of  high  school  work. 

In  Connecticut  the  requirements  are  three  years  of  study,  and  if 
taken  in  a  law  school,  graduation  therefrom. 

The  Secretary  of  the  school  will  furnish  particulars  upon  appli- 
cation. 

Degrees  and  Certificates 

The  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws,  Master  of  Laws,  and  Doctor 
Juris  will  be  conferred  upon  candidates  who  have  pursued  the 
required  course,  have  passed  the  necessary  examinations,  and  are 
of  good  moral  character.  The  "Certificate  of  the  School,"  showing 
the  student  to  have  satisfactorily  performed  the  required  work  of 
the  school,  is  conferred  upon  students  under  the  rules  stated  on 
page  15.  No  candidate  may  absent  himself  from  the  commence- 
ment without  the  special  permission  of  the  Faculty. 

Certificates  of  attendance  will  be  given  to  such  students  as  have 
regularly  attended  the  sessions  of  the  school,  met  all  the  require- 
ments of  the  Faculty,  and  observed  the  rules  of  the  University, 
but  such  certificates  will  not  be  given  unless  the  deportment  and 
class-room  work  of  the  student  shall  meet  the  approval  of  the 
Faculty,  of  which  the  Faculty  shall  be  the  sole  judge,  and  their 
decision  shall  be  final. 

Should  the  Faculty  at  any  time  conclude  that  the  best  interests 
of  the  school  would  be  furthered  by  the  withdrawal  of  any  student, 
they  may,  in  their  sole  discretion,  terminate  the  school  membership 
of  such  student,  and  any  rights  which  such  student  may  have 
acquired,  whether  by  matriculation  or  entering  the  school,  shall 
thereupon  cease. 

The  daily  lectures  of  the  school  are  given  in  the  morning,  after- 
noon and  evening.  The  student  may  select  such  hours  as  best  suit 
his  convenience,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Faculty. 

I.  Candidates  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  (LL.B.)  or  of 
Doctor  Juris  (J.D.)  are  required  to  pursue  courses  which  amount 
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to  thirty-six  (36)  hours  of  lectures  weekly,  distributed  over  three 
years  with  twelve  hours  per  week. 

In  case  any  subject  selected  should  be  begun,  but  not  completed, 
in  any  one  year,  the  continuation  of  such  subject  must  be  taken  in 
the  following  year. 

The  Dean  will  advise  as  to  sequence  of  subjects. 

II.  The  degree  of  Master  of  Laws  will  be  conferred  under  the 
following  rules: 

A.  Courses  covering  at  least  ten  hours  per  week  will  be  required 
for  the  degree. 

B.  No  subject  previously  taken  for  the  degree  of  LL.B.  shall  be 
included  in  the  course  for  the  degree  of  LL.M. 

A  written  schedule  showing  the  proposed  subjects  to  be  pursued 
shall  be  submitted  to  and  approved  by  the  Dean,  at  the  beginning 
of  the  year. 

III.  Candidates  for  the  Certificate  of  the  School  (not  carrying  a 
degree)  are  required  to  pursue  the  same  work  and  courses  as  can- 
didates or  the  LL.B.  degree. 

Degree  of  Juridicoe  Scientice  Doctor 

Pursuant  to  a  resolution  of  the  University  Council,  the  Faculty  is 
preparing  to  introduce  a  fourth  year  for  advanced  study.  The 
general  character  of  the  work  for  this  advanced  course  is  to  bear 
upon  the  scholarly  and  juridical  study  of  the  law,  and  is  to  include 
such  subjects  as  the  theory  and  history  of  law  and  legislation, 
national  and  municipal  administration,  the  application  of  law  to 
economic  situations,  economic  trusts  and  their  control  by  statute, 
Roman  law  and  other  topics.  This  course  will  be  open  only  to 
graduates  of  approved  colleges,  who  have  received  the  degree  of 
LL.B.,  J.D.  or  an  equivalent  after  a  three  years'  required  course. 
Students  successfully  completing  this  fourth  year  will  receive  the 
degree  of  Juridical  Scientise  Doctor.

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THE  SCHOOL  OF  LAW  OF  NEW  YORK 
UNIVERSITY 


GENERAL  STATEMENT 

This  school  was  established  in  1835,  and  is  one  of  the  oldest 
in  the  United  States.  In  April,  1895,  the  Metropolis  Law  School 
became  merged  in  the  University.  The  degree  of  LL.M.  was 
first  conferred  in  1892,  and  in  1903  the  Council  authorized  the  grant- 
ing of  the  degree  of  Doctor  Juris  in  regular  course,  and  in  1912  the 
degree  of  Juridical  Sciential  Doctor. 

The  aim  of  the  school  is  to  furnish  a  thorough  legal  education 
and  prepare  students  for  practice  in  any  part  of  the  United  States. 

The  instruction  is  carried  on  mainly  by  the  study  and  discus- 
sion of  selected  cases.  It  is  designed  to  teach  the  student  to  an- 
alyze the  facts  of  a  given  case,  to  reason  correctly  and  to  deduce 
principles  from  such  facts.  The  school  aims  to  train  its  students 
to  apply  the  science  of  law  practically  and  with  sound  judgment, 
but  nevertheless  with  insight  into  its  principles  and  an  instinctive 
appreciation  of  its  reason  and  meaning.  The  student  is  taught 
to  know  the  law  as  it  is,  and  to  think  as  a  lawyer. 

Morning,  Afternoon  and  Evening  Sessions 
Students  may  attend  lectures  either  in  the  morning,  the  afternoon, 
or  the  evening,  or  they  may  divide  their  course  between  these  periods 
as  they  may  find  convenient.  The  division  of  the  students  into 
three  sections  permits  smaller  classes  and  greater  attention  to  the 
individual.  By  special  arrangement  with  the  University  School 
of  Commerce,  Accounts  and  Finance,  regular  students  of  the  Law 
School  may  take  two  hours  a  week  each  year  in  that  school  without 
additional  charge.  Courses  so  taken  will  be  credited  in  the  School 
of  Commerce  but  not  in  the  School  of  Law. 

Requirements  for  Admission 

Every  candidate  must  be  at  least  eighteen  years  old  and  of  good 
moral  character. 

The  School  is  open  to  both  men  and  women.  Students  may 
enter,  either  (1)  as  candidates  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws 
(see  p.  6),  or  (2)  as  candidates  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  Juris  (see 
p.  6),  or  (3)  as  candidates  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Laws  (see 
p.  6),  or  (4)  as  special  students  not  qualified  to  become  candidates 
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for  degrees,  but  entitled  to  receive  the  Certificate  of  the  School 
showing  completion  of  courses  pursued  (see  p.  6). 

The  requirements  for  admission  to  the  respective  courses  are  as 
follows : — 
7.     To  the  Course  for  the  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  (LL.B.). 

Every  candidate  for  this  degree  must  be  either 

(a)  A  graduate  of  an  approved  college,  or 

(b)  A  graduate  of  a  high  school  maintaining  a  four  years'  course, 
or  the  equivalent  thereof,  and  approved  by  the  New  York  State 
Board  of  Regents,  or 

(c)  A  holder  of  a  "Qualifying  Certificate"  for  Law  Schools  issued 
by  the  University  of  the  State  of  New  York.  Information  regard- 
ing Regent's  examinations  and  the  conditions  under  which  certifi- 
cates or  credentials  are  issued  will  be  found  in  handbooks  No.  3, 
and  No.  27,  issued  by  the  Education  Department  of  the  State  of 
New  York,  Albany,  N.  Y. 

77.  To  the  Course  for  the  Degree  of  Doctor  Juris  (J.D.). 

Every  candidate  for  this  degree  must  be  either  (a)  a  graduate  of 
an  approved  college  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  Philosophy, 
Pure  Science  or  Letters,  which  degree  shall  have  been  secured  before 
admission;  or  (b)  students  who  have  completed  three  years  of 
college  work  and  who  shall  be  allowed  to  count  one  year  of  Law 
study  as  the  fourth  year  of  college  work;  but  the  requisite 
Bachelor's  degree  must  have  been  secured  at  least  two  years  prior 
to  the  application  for  the  degree  of  Juris  Doctor. 
777.  To  the  Course  for  the  Degree  of  Master  of  Laws  (LL.M.). 

Every  candidate  for  this  degree  must  be  a  graduate  of  an  approved 
law  school  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws. 
IV.  As  a  Special  Student. 

Students  not  qualified  to  meet  the  entrance  requirements  who 
wish  to  supplement  their  educational  training  by  the  study  of  cer- 
tain subjects  in  Law,  may  be  admitted  to  certain  classes  as  special 
students  by  vote  of  the  Faculty. 

Admission  to  Advanced  Standing 

(a)  Students  who  have  been  admitted  in  accordance  with  the 
above  requirements,  have  regularly  attended  the  sessions  of  the 
School  and  passed  the  examinations  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Faculty 
will  be  admitted  to  higher  classes  in  accordance  with  the  regulations 
given  on  p.  11  under  the  head  of  examinations. 
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(b)  Students  from  other  law  schools  maintaining  a  standard 
satisfactory  to  the  Faculty  will  be  admitted  to  advanced  standing 
on  the  following  conditions: 

(1)  The  candidate  must  have  complied  with  all  the  preliminary 
entrance  requirements  of  the  school. 

(2)  He  must  present  a  certificate  from  the  law  school  previously 
attended  stating  that  he  has  pursued  lectures  equal  in  time  to  those 
taken  by  the  class  he  proposes  to  enter. 

(3)  He  must  pass  satisfactory  examinations  upon  each  of  the 
topics  for  which  credit  is  sought.  These  examinations  must  be 
taken  prior  to  admission,  either  in  May  or  September. 

In  the  case  of  candidates  for  the  J.D.  degree  the  maximum  credit 
allowed  will  be  twenty-four  hours. 

No  credit  will  be  given  for  work  not  done  in  residence  at  a  recog- 
nized law  school. 

Registration 

Applications  for  admission  to  the  school,  or  for  information 
concerning  it,  may  be  made  to  the  Secretary,  Dr.  Leslie  J.  Tompkins 
University  Building,  Washington  Square  East. 

Seats  will  be  assigned  in  order  of  application  on  payment  of  the 
matriculation  fee  of  $5. 

Since  the  rules  of  the  Court  of  Appeals  require  that  eight  full 
months  shall  be  spent  in  a  law  school,  as  an  equivalent  for  twelve 
months'  study  in  an  office,  it  is  exceedingly  desirable  that  students 
should  register  before  the  opening  session  of  the  school. 

No  student  will  be  admitted  to  either  the  second  or  third  year 
after  October  15,  nor  to  the  first  year  after  October  31,  except  by 
special  permission  of  the  Faculty. 

Sessions  for  Class  Work 

The  school  year  begins  September  28,  1914,  and  ends  June  9, 
1915. 

There  is  a  recess  of  one  week  at  Christmas,  and  no  sessions  are 
held  on  the  legal  holidays  during  the  school  year. 

Lectures  are  given  in  the  morning,  afternoon  and  evening  in 
accordance  with  the  schedule  found  on  pp.  18-22. 

Board  and  Rooms 
Good  rooms  with  table  board  can  be  obtained  in  the  vicinity  of 
the  University  for  $8  per  week  and  upward.     Two  students  rooming 
together  may  materially  reduce  their  expenses. 
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Students  coming  to  the  school  from  a  distance  are  requested  to 
make  the  University  a  center  from  which  to  make  all  arrangements 
preliminary  to  entrance.  Letters,  baggage,  etc.,  can  be  sent  to 
the  building  in  care  of  the  Law  School.  The  officers  of  the  University 
will  render  all  assistance  possible  in  aiding  the  student  to  find 
suitable  rooms  and  board.  In  sending  letters,  baggage,  etc.,  use 
the  following  address:  University  Law  School,  University  Building, 
Washington  Square,  New  York  City. 

Fees 
University  Matriculation  Fee  (paid  first  year  only)  $5. 

Fees  for  Instruction,  Morning,  Afternoon  and  Evening  classes: 
For  full  course  amounting  to  twelve  hours  per  week,  for  the  year  $120. 
For  the  Master  of  Laws  Course,  ten  hours  per  week,  for  the  year  100. 
For  partial  course  not  exceeding  two  hours  per  week,  for  the  year  25. 
For  each  additional  hour  per  week,  for  the  year  10. 

Fees  for  the  year  are  due  upon  entrance  upon  the  course,  but  may 
be  paid  by  those  who  so  desire,  quarterly  in  advance  on  or  before 
September  28,  December  1st,  February  1st,  and  April  1st.  Failure 
to  pay  fees  when  due  will  debar  from  the  classroom.  Students  who 
have  paid  the  entire  fee  in  advance,  and  are  compelled  to  withdraw 
from  the  School  because  of  illness,  or  for  other  cause  beyond  their 
control  may  receive  upon  application  the  return  of  a  pro  rata  part 
thereof.  No  refund  will  be  made  to  those  paying  quarterly.

The  fee  for  final  examination  includes  cost  of  diploma  and  of 
graduation  exercises.     It  is  payable  May  1  of  the  third  year. 
All  fees  are  to  be  paid  to  the  Bursar  of  the  University. 

Location 
The  work  is  carried  on  in  the  University  Building,  Washington 
Square  East.  This  building  was  constructed  in  1894,  primarily 
for  the  use  of  the  Law  School  which  occupies  the  tenth  and  eleventh 
floors.  The  entrance  to  the  University  elevators  is  at  32  Waverly 
Place. 

Law  Library 

The  Library  of  the  school  is  large  and  well  selected.  It  now 
contains   over   25,000   volumes,   and   is   being   steadily   increased. 
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It  is  open  from  9  a.m.  to  11  p.m.  five  days  a  week  during  term  time, 
and  on  Saturdays  from  9  a.m.  to  6  p.m. 

The  Library  was  founded  by  the  late  John  Taylor  Johnston,  who 
presented  his  entire  collection  to  the  school.  It  has  been  largely 
enriched  by  collections  presented  by  Mrs.  Margaret  Shepard,  in 
memory  of  her  husband,  the  late  Elliott  F.  Shepard,  LL.M.,  by  the 
bequest  of  the  late  Justice  Charles  P.  Daly ;  by  numerous  gifts  from 
the  late  David  Banks,  Esq.,  and  the  Faculty  of  the  Metropolis  Law 
School.  The  English,  Canadian,  Colonial  and  the  several  State 
reports  are  complete  and  are  kept  up  to  date.  The  list  of  text- 
books on  the  present  status  of  English,  American  and  Continental 
commercial  law  is  large  and  well  selected. 

Regulations  and  Examinations 

1.  Examinations  are  held  in  May  and  in  September  of  each  year. 
Students  are  allowed  to  take  examinations  only  in  courses  for  which 
they  are  regularly  registered.  The  September  examinations  are 
for  the  removal  of  conditions  and  for  advanced  standing. 

2.  The  unit  of  instruction  is  one  hour  per  week  for  the  school 
year.  The  course  leading  to  the  first  degree  requires  36  hours. 
No  candidate  regularly  enrolled  for  this  degree  may  take  less  than 
10  hours  in  any  one  year,  nor  more  than  12  hours  in  the  first  year, 
nor  more  than  14  hours  in  any  subsequent  year. 

3.  No  student  shall  be  examined  in  any  one  subject  more  than 
three  times. 

4.  Only  those  students  shall  be  advanced  from  the  first  to  the 
second  year  who  have  successfully  completed  at  least  eight  (8) 
hours  of  the  work  of  the  first  year. 

No  student  shall  be  advanced  from  the  second  to  the  third  year 
who  is  conditioned  in  any  subject  of  the  first  year,  or  in  more  than 
three  (3)  hours  of  the  second  year. 

A  student  conditioned  in  more  than  four  (4)  hours  of  the  first- 
year  work  and  who  desires  to  continue  in  the  school  must  repeat 
the  subjects  in  which  such  failures  occurred,  also  the  subjects  in 
which  he  secured  a  grade  lower  than  "C"  and  may  add  thereto 
enough  subjects  of  the  second  year  to  make  up  twelve  (12)  hours. 

A  student  conditioned  in  more  than  three  (3)  hours  of  the  second- 
year  work,  and  who  desires  to  continue  in  the  school  must  repeat 
the  subjects  in  which  such  failures  occurred,  also  the  subjects  in 
which  he  secured  a  grade  lower  than  "C,"  and  may  add  thereto 
enough  subjects  of  the  third  year  to  make  up  twelve  (12)  hours. 
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No  student  who  is  conditioned  in  any  one  subject  shall  be  allowed 
to  take  more  than  twelve  (12)  hours  per  week  under  any  circum- 
stances. 

5.  A  student  in  the  third  year  who  has  failed  in  three  subjects 
must  repeat  the  year  if  he  desires  to  be  a  candidate  for  the  degree, 
passing  examinations  in  all  the  prescribed  subjects  of  the  third 
year. 

6.  Where  a  student  in  the  third  year  has  failed  in  not  more  than 
two  subjects,  he  may  take  one  further  examination  in  each.  If  he 
fail  a  second  time,  he  will  be  allowed  to  repeat  such  subject  and  take 
one  examination  thereafter. 

7.  Students  who  withdraw  may  rejoin  the  school,  subject  however, 
to  the  regulations  in  force  when  they  reenter. 

8.  In  any  case  in  which  a  student  has  the  right,  or  must  choose 
ot  elect  between  different  subjects,  his  choice  or  election  shall  be 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Dean. 

Prizes  and  Scholarships 
The  Faculty  may  in  their  discretion  withhold  any  prize  or  scholar- 
ship in  any  year,  should  the  rank  obtained  in  any  class  in  competi- 
tion therefor  be  unsatisfactory  to  them. 

PRIZES 

Prizes  of  $75,  $60,  and  $50,  respectively,  are  offered  to  the  three 
students  of  the  Third  Year  Class  of  the  Day  Division;  and  of  $75 
and  $50  respectively  to  the  two  students  of  the  Third  Year  Class 
of  the  Evening  Division,  who  pass  the  best  examinations  of  that 
year.

Admission  to  the  Bar 

Students  complying  with  the  preliminary  requirements  and 
satisfactorily  completing  lectures  amounting  to  twelve  hours  a 
week  in  this  school  are  entitled  to  count  the  period  thus  spent  as 
so  much  of  the  time  required  for  preparation  for  the  Bar. 

The  several  sessions  of  the  School  cover  34  weeks  per  year, 
exclusive  of  vacations,  with  a  minimum  requirement  of  12  lecture 
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hours  per  week  which  meets  the  rules  for  admission  to  the  New 
York  Bar. 

The  regulations  for  admission  to  the  Bar  differ  in  the  several 
states,  and  for  specific  requirements  reference  must  be  had  to  the 
laws  of  that  state.  In  general,  admission  is  gained  only  upon  an 
examination  conducted  by  the  State. 

In  New  York  the  applicant  must  have  studied  law  for  a  period 
of  four  years,  and  before  beginning  the  study  of  law  have  met 
the  proper  preliminary  educational  requirements,  which  in  general 
are  those  prescribed  for  entrance  to  the  Law  School.  College 
graduates,  however,  may  be  admitted  after  three  years'  study  of 
law. 

In  New  Jersey  the  applicant  must  have  studied  law  three  years, 
of  which  not  more  than  twenty-seven  months  will  be  allowed  for 
Law  School  work,  and  nine  months  must  be  spent  as  a  clerk  in  a  law 
office;  he  must  also  have  met  the  proper  preliminary  educational 
requirements,  which  at  present  are  the  equivalent  of  three  years 
of  high  school  work. 

In  Connecticut  the  requirements  are  three  years  of  study,  and  if 
taken  in  a  law  school,  graduation  therefrom. 

The  Secretary  of  the  school  will  furnish  particulars  upon  appli- 
cation. 

Degrees  and  Certificates 

The  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws,  Master  of  Laws,  and  Doctor 
Juris  will  be  conferred  upon  candidates  who  have  pursued  the 
required  course,  have  passed  the  necessary  examinations,  and  are 
of  good  moral  character.  The  "Certificate  of  the  School,"  showing 
the  student  to  have  satisfactorily  performed  the  required  work  of 
the  school,  is  conferred  upon  students  under  the  rules  stated  on 
page  6.  No  candidate  may  absent  himself  from  the  commence- 
ment exercises  without  the  special  permission  of  the  Faculty. 

Certificates  of  attendance  will  be  given  to  such  students  as  have 
regularly  attended  the  sessions  of  the  school,  met  all  the  require- 
ments of  the  Faculty,  and  observed  the  rules  of  the  University, 
but  such  certificates  will  not  be  given  unless  the  deportment  and 
class-room  work  of  the  student  shall  meet  the  approval  of  the 
Faculty,  of  which  the  Faculty  shall  be  the  sole  judge,  and  their 
decision  shall  be  final. 

Should  the  Faculty  at  any  time  conclude  that  the  best  interests 
of  the  school  would  be  furthered  by  the  withdrawal  of  any  student, 
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they  may,  in  their  sole  discretion,  terminate  the  school  membership 
of  such  student,  and  any  rights  which  such  student  may  have 
acquired,  whether  by  matriculation  or  entering  the  school,  shall 
thereupon  cease. 

The  daily  lectures  of  the  school  are  given  in  the  morning,  after- 
noon and  evening.  The  student  may  select  such  hours  as  best  suit 
his  convenience,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Faculty. 

I.  Candidates  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  (LL.B.)  or  of 
Doctor  Juris  (J.D.)  are  required  to  pursue  courses  which  amount 
to  thirty-six  (36)  hours  of  lectures  weekly,  distributed  over  three 
years  with  twelve  hours  per  week. 

In  case  any  subject  selected  should  be  begun,  but  not  completed, 
in  any  one  year,  the  continuation  of  such  subject  must  be  taken  in 
the  following  year. 

The  Dean  will  advise  as  to  sequence  of  subjects. 

n.  The  degree  of  Master  of  Laws  will  be  conferred  under  the 
following  rules: 

A.  Courses  covering  at  least  ten  hours  per  week  will  be  required 
for  the  degree. 

B.  No  subject  previously  taken  for  the  degree  of  LL.B.  shall  be 
included  in  the  course  for  the  degree  of  LL.M. 

A  written  schedule  showing  the  proposed  subjects  to  be  pursued 
shall  be  submitted  to  and  approved  by  the  Dean,  at  the  beginning 
of  the  year. 

III.  Candidates  for  the  Certificate  of  the  School  (not  carrying  a 
degree)  are  required  to  pursue  the  same  work  and  courses  as  can- 
didates for  the  LL.B.  degree. 

Degree  of  Juridicoe  Scientioe  Doctor 

Pursuant  to  a  resolution  of  the  University  Council,  the  Faculty  is 
preparing  to  introduce  a  fourth  year  for  advanced  study.  The 
general  character  of  the  work  for  this  advanced  course  is  to  bear 
upon  the  scholarly  and  juridical  study  of  the  law,  and  is  to  include 
such  subjects  as  the  theory  and  history  of  law  and  legislation, 
national  and  municipal  administration,  the  application  of  law  to 
economic  situations,  economic  trusts  and  their  control  by  statute, 
Roman  law  and  other  topics.  This  course  will  be  open  only  to 
graduates  of  approved  colleges,  who  have  received  the  degree  of 
LL.B.,  J.D.  or  an  equivalent  after  a  three  years'  required  course. 
Students  successfully  completing  this  fourth  year  will  receive  the 
degree  of  Juridical  Scientise  Doctor.
